father-in-law during a quarrel last 
night. 


The staWbing was the result of a 


family quarrel prompted by the di- 
vorce proceedings of the Vaughns. 
Mrs.

was scheduled for hearing yester- 
day tut they had effected a recon-

As' Vaughn was returning to his 


home he -was mot on the street by

'and an argument followed. De Bolt, 
according to the' police, slashed at

Five persons, four men and one woman, were hurled to 


their death this morning when a large boiler in the «f densery 
of the Stoughton Marketing plant at Stongbton exploded. Two 
persons were injured. 


Several of the victims were hurled Into the yard of the 


Mandt Wagon company, a block away. The boiler itself was 
found in the yard.

THE WRANGEL AFFAIR 


D 


ECLARING that the causes of General Baron Wrangel's de- 
feat were the same as the case of Dendkin, Kotchak, and, 


Yudenitch, "graft, incompetence, jealousy and reaction," Walter 
Duranty, -Paris correspondent of the New York Times, has 
cabled an exposure of the forces in France backing Wrangel,— 
a gigantic corporation for the express purpose of exploiting 
South Russia and the Crimea. 


"Now that WrangePs effort has failed," says Duranty, 


"There is no harm in telling the real genesis of the Crimean 
movement. Wrangel was not a supporter of the old regime, 
nor at the-outset anyway, did he intend unlimited action against 
the Bolsheviki. He was associated with a powerful business 
organization with headquarters in Paris, in palatial offices in 
the Avenue Marceau. 


"This company, caHed the Rosso-French Society of Exploit- 


ation of South Russia and Crimea, was formed at the beginning 
of the year with a capital of 12,000,000 francs by a group of 
Rosso-French financiers and industrials, of whom M. Kamonk 
of the Banqne dn Nord was the most prominent. 
They in- 


eluded tile principal shareholders of the iron mines of Kri- 
voirog, southwest of Ekatorinosiov, and of Russia's most valu- 
able collieries in the Donotz Basin, southeast of Kharkov. 


The company bought in France very large stocks of cloth- 


ing and supplies for WrangePs army, intending to finance their 
operations by the sale of grain and other produce from the 
'Crimea. Later, they hoped to continue business with exporta- 
tion of iron and coal. They actually succeeded in bringing: some 
ship loads to Marseilles, which were sold at a good price. 


"Paying the piper they called the time and insisted that a 


liberal form of government be established in the area occupied 
by Wranffel. In accordance with their policy, his offensive was 
directed toward Ekaterinosiav and further north in the di- 
rection of the Denote Basin. Unfortunately they were power- 
less to control the reactionaries from Constantinople attracted 
by their General's successes. 


"Wrangel's occupation of Taorida Province brought down 


upon the Crimea a horde of adventurers, merchants and sop- 
porters of the old regime." .
